Tinted, toned or bleached 
hair requires a few special 
attentions, notably the use 
of a mild, bland shampoo 
or one of the shampoos 
espcially prepared for a 
specific type of coloring.

Just what did Jan Maddox mean when she stood before 
the Council that Tuesday night and made the statement 
. . . “There will be a Taxpayers Revolt and I’ll start it”? 
Could she have been speaking of the Sierra Madre Estates 
situation, or was she speaking about the activity of the 
City Council as a whole? 

A Taxpayers Revolt . . . did she mean she would lead 
a group of people who as taxpayers would revolt and 
refuse to pay their taxes? A lot of people hereabouts 
are wondering where she received this sudden “Power” 
which should have sent the Councilmen home that night 
literally “shaking in their boots.” 

Personally, I was not too disturbed, and from the re¬ 
bound of remarks since that time, I have not found too 
many who showed any great amount of concern. 

Now of course should she lead some of the taxpayers 
into refusing to pay their tax assessment in revolt, they will 
Just find a 6 per cent attached to their bill, later on a 
penalty, and eventually the State will take over the 
property, and with the balances in the funds of the City, 
it is my personal opinion that the City will outlast this 
type of revolt. 

Should she be thinking in the vein of “Recall,” then 
I am afraid that this has long passed. The cost, of a recall 
and the time element would place it about the same as 
the City General Election in April, so that’s out. 

A group of people to converge on City Hall at each 
Council meeting? Could be, but this has been in evidence 
for quite some time now, and as I see it, petitions, com¬ 
plaints and revolts and all have fairly well fallen on deaf 
ears. The Council seems to be exercising the right that was 
given them by the electorate and that is, "in their best 
judgment enact those things that they feel are best for all 
concerned.” 

Now I am sure that a “Taxpayers Revolt” against the 
employees of the City would not have much effect at this 
time. The Personnel Department is making an attempt 
to evaluate them and reconstruct the City Personnel. Here 
again I feel very little can be done by a Taxpayers Revolt. 
This was very well evidenced at the last Council meeting. 
The Personnel Department is going to do what, in their 
judgment, is the best that can possibly be done at this 
time—to jar them from this procedure is certainly going 
to take much more than a “Taxpayers Revolt.” 

Now, we could have a Taxpayers Revolt at the next 
General Election, which will be in April of 1966. But re¬ 
member this, and remember it well . . . any group that
